AGREEMENT RELATIVE TO CHINA AND KOREA. 

(January 30, 1902.) 

The Governments of Great Britain and Japan, actuated solely by 
a desire to maintain the status quo and general peace in the extreme 
East, being moreover specially interested in maintaining the inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity of the Empire of China and the 
Empire of Korea, and in securing equal opportunities in those coun- 
tries for the commerce and industry of all nations, hereby agree as 
follows : 

Articxe I. The High Contracting Parties having mutually recog- 
nized the independence of China and of Korea, declare themselves to 
be entirely uninfluenced by any aggressive tendencies in either coun- 
try. Having in view, however, their special interests, of which those 
of* Great Britain relate principally to China, while Japan, in addition 
to the interests which she possesses in China, is interested in a peculiar 
degree politically as well as commercially and industrially in Korea, 
the High Contracting Parties recognize that it will be admissible for 
Njher of them to take such measures as may be indispensable in order 
♦safeguard those interests if threatened either by the aggressive 
Ion of any other Power, or by disturbances arising in China or 
rea, and necessitating the intervention of either of the High Con- 
tting Parties for the protection of the lives and property of its 
lects. 

Irticle II. If either Great Britain or Japan, in the defence of 
r respective interests as above described, should become involved 
frar with another Power, the other High Contracting Party will 
\tain a strict neutrality, and use its efforts to prevent other Powers 
l joining in hostilities against its ally. 

trricLE III. If, in the above event, any other Power or Powers

Article VI. The present Agreement shall come into effect im- 
mediately after the date of its signature, and remain in force for five 
years from that date. 

In case neither of the High Contracting Parties should have noti- 
fied twelve months before the expiration of the said five years the in- 
tention of terminating it, it shall remain binding until the expiration 
of one year from the day on which either of the High Contracting 
Parties shall have denounced it. But if, when the date fixed for its 
expiration arrives, either ally is actually engaged in war, the alliance 
shall, ipso facto, continue until peace is concluded. 

In faith whereof the undersigned, duly authorized by their re- 
spective Governments, have signed this agreement and have affixed 
thereto their seals.

AGREEMENT RESPECTING THE INTEGRITY OF CHINA, THE GEN- 
ERAL PEACE OF EASTERN ASIA AND INDIA, AND THE TERRI- 
TORIAL RIGHTS AND SPECIAL INTERESTS OF THE PARTIES IN 
THOSE REGIONS. 

(August 12, 1905.) 

The Governments of Great Britain and Japan, being desirous of 
replacing the Agreement concluded between them on the 30th Janu- 
ary, 1902, by fresh stipulations, have agreed upon the following 
Articles, which have for their object : — 

(a) The consolidation and maintenance of the general peace in the 
regions of Eastern Asia and of India ; 

(b) The preservation of the common interests of all Powers in 
China by insuring the independence and integrity of the Chinese 
Empire and the principle of equal opportunities ior the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China ; 

(c) The maintenance of the territorial rights of the High Con- 
tracting Parties in the regions of Eastern Asia and of India, and 
the defence of their special interests- in the said regions : 

Article I. It is agreed that whenever, in the opinion of either 
Great Britain or Japan, any of the rights and interests referred to 
in the preamble of this Agreement are in jeopardy, the two Gov- 
ernments will communicate with one another fully and frankly, and 
will consider in common the measures which should be taken to safe- 
guard those menaced rights or interests. 

Article II. If by reason of unprovoked attack or aggressive ac- 
tion, wherever arising, on the part of any other Power or Powers 
either Contracting Party should be involved in war in defence of its 
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territorial rights or special interests mentioned in the preamble of 
this Agreement, the other Contracting Party will at once come to 
the assistance of its Ally, and will conduct the war in common, and 
make peace in mutual agreement with it. 

Article III. Japan possessing paramount Political, military, and 
economic interests in Korea, Great Britain recognizes the right of 
Japan to take such measures of guidance, control, and protection in 
Korea as she may deem proper and necessary to safeguard and ad- 
vance those interests, provided always that such measures are not 
contrary to the principle of equal opportunities for the commerce 
ajid industry of all nations. 

Article IV. Great Britain having a special interest in all that 
concerns the security of the Indian frontier, Japan recognizes her 
right to take such measures in the proximity of that frontier as she 
may find necessary for safeguarding her Indian possessions. 

Article V. The High Contracting Parties agree that neither 
of them will, without consulting the other, enter into separate arrange- 
ments with another power to the prejudice of the objects described 
in the Preamble of this Agreement. 

Article VI. As regards the present war between Japan and Rus- 
sia, Great Britain will continue to maintain strict neutrality unless 
some other Power or Powers should join in hostilities against Japan, 
in which case Great Britain will come to the assistance of Japan, 
and will conduct the war in common, and make peace in mutual 
agreement with Japan. 

Article VII. The conditions under which armed assistance shall 
be afforded by either Power to the other in the circumstances men- 
tioned in the present Agreement, and the means by which such as- 
sistance is to be made available, will be arranged by the Naval and 
Military authorities of the Contracting Parties, who will from time 
to time consult one another fully and freely upon all questions of 
mutual interest. 

Article VIII. The present Agreement shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of Article VI., come into effect immediately after the date 
of its signature, and remain in force for ten years from that date. 

In case neither of the High Contracting Parties should have no- 
tified twelve months before the expiration of the said ten years the 
intention of terminating it, it shall remain binding untii the ex- 
piration of one year from the day on which either of the High Con- 
tracting Parties shall have denounced it. But if, when the date 
fixed for its expiration arrives, either ally is actually engaged in 
war, the alliance shall, ipso facto, continue until peace is concluded.

AGREEMENT RESPECTING THE INTEGRITY OF CHINA, THE GEN- 
ERAL PEACE OF EASTERN ASIA AND INDIA, AND THE TERRI- 
TORIAL RIGHTS AND SPECIAL INTERESTS OF THE PARTIES IN 
THOSE REGIONS. 

(July 13, 1911.) 

Preamble. 

The Government of Great Britain and the Government of Japan, 
having in view the important changes which have taken place in 
the situation since the conclusion of the Anglo-Japanese Agreement 
of the 12th August, 1905, and believing that a revision of that Agree- . 
ment responding to such changes would contribute to general stabil- 
ity and repose, have agreed upon the following stipulations to replace 
the agreement above mentioned, such stipulations having the same 
object as the said Agreement, namely : 

(a) The consolidation and maintenance of the general peace in the 
regions of Eastern Asia and of India ; 

(b) The preservation of the common interests of all Powers in 
China by insuring the independence and integrity of the Chinese 
Empire and the principle of equal opportunities for the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China ; 

(c) The maintenance of the territorial rights of the High Con- 
tracting Parties in the regions of Eastern Asia and of India, and the 
defence of their special interests in the said regions : 

Article I. It is agreed that whenever, in the opinion of either 
Great Britain or Japan, any of the rights and interests' referred to 
in the preamble of this Agreement are in jeopardy, the two Govern- 
ments will communicate with one another fully and frankly, and 
will consider in common the measures which should be taken to safe- 
guard those menaced rights or interests. 

Article II. If by reason of unprovoked attack or aggressive ac- 
tion, wherever arising, on the part of any Power or Powers, either 
High Contracting Party should be involved in war in defence of its 
territorial rights or special interests mentioned in the preamble of 
this Agreement, the other High Contracting Party will at once come 
to the assistance of its ally, and will conduct the war in common, and 
make peace in mutual agreement with it. 

Article III. The High Contracting Parties agree that neither of 
them will, without consulting the other, enter into separate arrange- 
ments with another Power to the prejudice of the objects described 
in the preamble of this Agreement. 

Article IV. Should either High Contracting Party conclude a 
treaty of general arbitration with a third party, it is agreed that 
nothing in this Agreement shall entail upon such contracting Party 
an obligation to go to war with the Power with whom such treaty 
of arbitration is in force. 

Article V. The conditions under which armed assistance shall be 
afforded by either Power to the other in the circumstances mentioned 
in the present Agreement, and the means by which such assistance 
is to be made available, will be arranged by the Naval and Military 
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authorities of the High Contracting Parties, who will from time to 
time consult one another fully and freely upon all questions of mutual 
interest. 

Article VI. The present agreement shall come into effect immedi- 
ately after the date of its signature, and remain in force for ten years 
from that date. 

In case neither of the High Contracting Parties should have notified 
twelve months before the expiration of the said ten years the intention 
of terminating it, it shall remain binding until the expiration of 
one year from the day on which either of the High Contracting 
Parties shall have denounced it.
